Convention  Board

In  Its  Pre-Convention 
Session 

The  Mississippi  Baptist  Convention 
Board  voted  Monday  night  to  separate 
the  office  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
of  the  Convention  Board.  In  an  all 
day  session  beginning  at  10  a.  m.  and 
adjourning  at  10:50  p.  m.  with  time 
out  for  dinner  and  supper,  the  Con¬ 
vention  Board  members  discussed 
Baptist  work  pro  and  con. 

The  Special  Committee,  headed  by 
Dr.  Frank  Moody  Purser,  of  First 
Church,  Oxford,  presented  the  follow¬ 
ing  recommendations  which  were 
adopted : 

Recommendation  I 

1.  That  the  office  of  the  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Convention  Board 
and  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention  Board  be  separated  and 
kept  separate.

Dr.  Barnes  Urges  Consecration 
In  Annual  Convention  Sermon

State  Convention 
Begins  1 14th  Session 

The  114th  session  of  the  Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention  convened  at  • 
o’clock  Tuesday  morning,  November  15, 
at  the  First  Church,  Jackson.  Dr.  W. 
Douglas  Hudgins,  pastor  First 
Church,  warmly  welcomed  the  mes¬ 
sengers  and  visitors.  Bruce  C.  Ault- 
man,  prominent  Hattiesburg  layman 
responded.  The  president.  Dr.  Wil/iam 
Earl  Greene,  announced  the  following 
committee  on  committees.  Rev.  R.  A. 
Morris,  Rev.  L.  G.  Sansing,  Dr.  W. 
Landon  Miller,  Rev.  Troy  Sumrall, 
Rev.  C.  M.  Day,  Rev.  J.  B.  Middleton, 
and  T.  B.  Mohon.  More  than  a  score 
of  new  pastors  were  introduced  pre¬ 
ceding  the  President’s  address  which 
was  delivered  by  Rev.  M.  V.  McKin- 
ster  of  Clarke  College.  The  Brother¬ 
hood  work  was  presented  by  Brother¬ 
hood  Secretary  W.  R.  Roberts.  He 
presented  Dr.  T.  R.  McKibbens,  who 
spoke  on  Brotherhood  Work.  After 
several  numbers  by  the  Mississippi 
Woman’s  College  choir  the  convention 
sermon  was  delivered  by  Dr.  J.  K. 
Barnes,  Jr. 

At  the  afternoon  session  of  the  Con¬ 
vention  several  resolutions  were  pre¬ 
sented.  Action  will  be  taken  on  these 
after  the  committee  on  resolutions  re¬ 
ports.  Reverend  A.  Marvin  Sanderi 
spoke  on  a  city  mission  program.

Preaching  the  annual  Convention 
sermon  to  an  audience  that  taxed  the 
capacity  of  the  First  Church,  Jack- 
son,  Dr.  John  E.  Barnes,  pastor  of  the 
Main  Street  Church,  Hattiesburg, 
warned  his  hearers  that  Satan  has 
many  weapons  to  try  to  force  Chris¬ 
tians  down  to  the  level  of  the  world. 
He  named  some  of  them  as  ridicule 
and  popularity. 

Dr.  Barnes  challenged  his  hearers 
to  live  consecrated  lives.  He  reminded 
his  hearers  that  Paul  should  be  a 
challenge  to  them,  citing  Acts  26:24. 

Using  as  his  subject  “The  World’s 
Cry,”  Dr.  Barnes  said  that  the  world 
sought  to  bring  Christianity  down  to 
Its  level,  that  the  world’s  cry  still  is 
also  heard  in  HIS  church,  that  cry 
of  the  world  Is  heard  by  preachers  to-  I 
day  and  that  this  same  cry  is  also 
being  heard  by  individual  Christians.

at  a  religious  ritual.  In  Egypt  the  cross 
may  have  acquired  tts  sacred  character 
because  a  cross-tike  device  was  used 
to  measure  the  depth  of  the  waters  of 
the  Nile.  The  croas  was  a  religious  em¬ 
blem  among  the  ancient  Scandinavians. 
Druids.  Etruscans.  Sabines.  Phrygians. 
Greeks.  Romans,  and  Hindus  The 
swastika  used  as  a  mystic  symbol  among 
Ihe  ancient  Aryans.  Is  a  modified  cross. 
When  Europeans  first  came  to  the  new 
world  they  found  the  cross  an  object 
at  veneration  among  the  Aztecs  at  Mex¬ 
ico,  the  Incas  of  Peru,  and  other  native 
American  peoples.  The  movement  at 
large  among  us  In  using  the  cross  as  an 
emblem  to  be  worn  as  an  ornament, 
^>eaks  more  than  words  what  Is  the  at¬ 
titude  of  the  world  to  the  cross.  -The 
disciples  who  saw  Jesus  die  on  a  cross 
bad  no  desire  to  wear  one  as  an  orna¬ 
ment.  They  knew  what  bearing  a  cross 
meant. 

The  world  seeks  to  bring  everything 
and  everyone  to  a  common  level.  This 
la  seen  In  the  realm  of  Nature,  and  also 
to  the  attitude  of  the  world  to  people 
who  are  either  above  or  below  the  aver- 
**c-  "Die  same  jail  that  imprisoned 
John  Bun y an  also  contained  cut  throats 
and  thieves  To  the  world  one  was  just 
us  despised  as  the  other.  The  world 
•eeks  to  bring  all  men  to  a  common 
level.  The  world's  cry  to  everyone  who 
»ves  above  the  average  Is  "come  down." 

I.  The  world  sought  to  bring  Jesus 
down  to  its  level. 

1.  Just  as  soon  as  He  was  baptised 
■star  took  the  Saviour  Into  the  wilder¬ 
ness.  and  all  Jesus  heard  for  10  days 
and  nights  was  "Come  down."  After 
taking  the  Saviour  to  the  top  of  an 
exceedingly  high  mountain,  and  showing 
Him  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  world  and 
foe  glory  of  them,  the  devil  then  said 
sneeringly.  “fall  down  and  worship  me  ” 
Matt.  4:9. 


All  during  His  ministry,  Jesus  was 
constantly  hearing  the  cry  of  the  world 
to  “come  down.”  After  feeding  the  5.000, 
they  wanted  to  drag  Him  from  His  spirl- 
foal  throne  with  the  Father,  and  put  Him 
m  an  earthly  throne.  “Come  down”  was 
the  cry  that  Jesus  heard. 

The  first  thing  Jesus  heard  upon  start¬ 
ing  His  ministry  was  “cast  thyself  down, 
and  the  last  thing  He  heart  on  the 
cross  was  the  cry  of  the  people  "Come 
down”  from  the  cross.  For  over  three 
years  He  was  never  for  one  moment 
free  from  the  pull  of  the  gravity  of  the 
world  to  come  down  How  the  world  de¬ 
spised  Him.  because  He  came  to  lift 
the  people  to  a  higher  level,  and  they 
did  not  want  to  be  disturbed. 

1.  But  notice  that  Jesus  did  not  come 
down.  He  came  to  earth  with  a  full 
knowledge  of  the  price  He  would  have 
to  pay  Matt.  29:  28:  "the  son  of  man 
came  ...  to  give  his  life  a  ransom  for 
many." 

You  recall  that  grand  confession  of 
■tinon  Peter  "Thou  are  the  Christ,  foe 
Son  of  the  living  Ood”  Matt.  IS:  1C.  Soon 
after  this  confession  Jesus  began  to  ex¬ 
plain  that  He  must  die  and  be  raised 
from  the  dead.  Immediately  Peter  ex¬ 
claimed.  "Be  tt  far  from  thee.  Lord: 
this  shall  not  be  unto  thee.”  Matt.  1C: 22. 
Jesus  was  very  quick  to  recognize  the 
voice  of  Satan  to  come  down.  If  Satan 
ould  have  Just  kept  Jesus  on  a  level 
with  other  men.  He  would  have  defeated 
God's  purpose.

I  Even  as  Jesus  was  resurrected  from 

•  the  dead  and  ascended  on  high  to  be 

•  with  His  father,  men  tried  to  pull  Him 
down  by  denying  the  resurrection  and 
Ris  ascension  to  heaven.  In  our  midst 
today,  the  same  false  cry  is  heard. 

Dr.  J.  W  Nixon,  professor  of  Chris¬ 
tian  Theology  in  the  Baptist  Colgate- 
Roch ester  Divinity  School.  Chairman  of 
the  Federal  Council  Department  of  Re¬ 
search  In  education,  made  this  state¬ 
ment.  "We  shall  hardly  bandy  words 
about  the  finality  of  Christ.  The  field 
Is  open  to  anyone,  anytime  to  mean  more 
to  men  than  Jesus  has  meant.  He  was 
a  human  being.  As  s  demi-god  he  to 
not  an  object  of  Imitation  He  was  the 
child  of  his  people  and  at  his  time.” 
We  still  hear  foe  world’s  cry.  "Come 
down.” 

n.  The  cry  of  the  world  that  still 
echoes  in  the  ears  of  Christ  to  heard 
also  In  Hi*  church. 

The  greatest  enemies  to  the  church 
established  by  Jesus,  as  I  see  it.  are 
not  those  considered  to  be  evil,  but 
those  honest  people  in  our  midst  who 
want  the  church  to  lower  tts  standards. 
"Come  down.”  to  the  cry  they  raise, 
"and  live  on  the  level  with  the  world.” 

1.  This  cry  to  heard  concerning  moral 
standards.  There  was  a  time  crooked 
politicians,  sin-loving  saloon  keepers 
feared  when  the  church  spoke  against 
them.  Now.  because  of  the  constant 
downward  tug  of  many  within  our  ranks, 
these  infamous  criminals  in  our  midst 
pay  little,  If  any  attention.  Ill.  I  am 
thinking  of  a  mayor  of  a  town  who 
sneeringly  mocked  a  certain  Christian 
leader,  who  sought  to  have  him  close 
a  gambling  organization,  operating  open¬ 
ly  tn  violation  of  the  law.  This  mayor 
knew  that  the  gambling  was  largely 
done  by  church  members  who  were  sup¬ 
porting  him. 

Citizens  of  Mississippi  do  not  need  to 
look  far  to  find  our  own  government 
reaping  dirty  whiskey  money.  Why  is  tt 
that  Christian  groups  from  our  churches 
have  not  long  ago  demanded  this  cease? 

2.  The  cry  of  the  world  is  seen  in 
many  churches  in  the  attitude  to  the 
doctrines  of  the  church.  The  leveling 
process  is  being  felt  most  strongly  here. 
People  are  glibly  saying,  "What  differ¬ 
ence  does  tt  make  what  a  church  teach¬ 
es.  they  are  all  more  or  less  alike  ” 

Union  movements  abroad  in  the  land 
among  churches  is  but  the  result  of  the 
lack  of  doctrinal  stamina.  Many  people 
take  the  position,  that  It  is  more  impor¬ 
tant  to  have  a  physical  union  of  Chris¬ 
tian  churches  in  one  Christian  church 
than  tt  Is  to  have  Individual  Christian 
churches  preaching  the  truth  about  the 
Word  of  God.  They  would  rather  have 
an  ecclesiastical  hierarchy  to  speak  .for 
many  thousands  of  Christian  churches 
and  many  millions  of  Christians  than 
to  have  individual  churches  speaking 
their  own  message  to  the  truth  of  the 
word  of  God.  The  very  genius  of  Baptist 
life  forbids  that  we  ever  for  one  mo¬ 
ment  lower  our  message  to  a  common 
denominator  to  fit  Into  the  groove  of 
the  thinking  of  ecclesiastical  leaders. 

It  to  our  sincere  hope  that  Baptists  will 
never  compromise  the  word  of  God  and 
the  doctrine  of  His  book  tn  order  U  ( 

enter  any  union  movement  anywhere.  ' 

*  The  Early  Church  did  not  lower  tts 
message  to  the  level  of  the  world.

Attended  First  Convention  In  1891 
Dr.  Simmons  attended  his  first 
i  convention  at  Natchez  in  1891  as  a 
14  year  old  boy.  Concerning  that  first 
convention.  Dr.  Simmons  said,  “it  was 
there  I  got  my  first  glimpse  of  Bap¬ 
tists  at  work.  There  I  heard  Dr  J 
T.  Christian  discuss  Baptist  history 
and  Bible  baptism.  I  can  still  see  the 
pile  of  books  on  the  pulpit.  There  I 
saw  the  venerable  Dr.  Webb,  the 
young  and  consecrated  Dr.  W.  F.  Yar¬ 
borough,  C.  L.  Anderson  and  W  E 
Ellis." 

Dr.  Simmons  graduated  from  Mis¬ 
sissippi  College  In  1898  He  began  his 
work  in  the  ministry  as  supply  pas¬ 
tor  at  Ogden  Church  In  Yazoo  County 
while  he  was  a  student  there.  Enter¬ 
ing  the  Southern  Seminary  In  the  fall 
of  that  year,  he  served  In  churches 
near  Louisville  until  1900.  when  he 
began  his  regular  pastoral  work  In 
rural,  village  and  city  churches,  as 
well  as  serving  in  Evangelistic  meet¬ 
ings!  He  has  led  in  the  renovation 
or  erection  of  nine  church  buildings 
and  three  pastoriums. 

With  the  exception  of  one  institu¬ 
tion  and  one  agency  he  haw  been  con¬ 
nected  in  some  way  with  every  phase 
of  the  denominational  program.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  erection  of  the  first  unit  of 
the  present  Mississippi  Baptist  Hos 
pital  he  served  as  Superintendent  and 
as  Field  Representative.  As  President 
of  Clarke  College  during  World  War  I, 
he  kept  that  Institution  alive  without 
one  cent  of  aid  from  the  denomina¬ 
tion.  thus  paving  the  way  for  the 
great  work  now  being  done  there.

Initiated  Patterson  Memorial

Patterson  and  raised  about  $35,000 
before  the  project  was  merged  with 
the  present  Enlargement  and  Endow¬ 
ment  Program.

"My  prayers  are  with  you  at  this  timo 
as  always,  and  H  is  my  hope  and  prayer 
that  you  will  be  able  to  work  through 
the  difficulties  of  the  present  time  with 
greater  strength  than  you  have  ever 
possessed  In  your  life. 

“Rest  assured  that  you  have  our  pray¬ 
ers  and  backing  and  utmost  confidence. 
In  fact,  I  know  of  no  state  that  has 
been  more  fortunate  in  the  selection  of 
an  Executive  Secretary  than  Mississippi 
has  been  under  your  leadership.

Recently  there  1mm  been  much 
tiilk  about  increased  rates  for  post¬ 
age.  While  the  Government  is 
talking  about  raising  postal  rates 
we  suggest  that  they  raise  the 
standard  of  service. 

For  instance,  twice  within  the 
last  few  months  we  have  had  mail 
of  importauce  either  delayed  or 
lost. 

One  letter  was  mailed  from 
Jackson  to  Vicksburg  and  it  has 
never  shown  up.  Another  letter 
was  mailed  from  Jackson  on  Mon¬ 
day  afternoon  and  arrived  in 
\  ieksburg  on  Thursday  morning. 
We  could  have  walked  and  car¬ 
ried  it  quicker  than  that  and  had 
plenty  of  time  to  sleep  on  the  way. 

We  also  frequently  send  pack¬ 
ages  of  cuts  and  other  materials 
to  Vicksburg  by  bus.  In  all  the 
years  that  we  have  been  sending 
materials  by  bus  we  have  never 
lost  a  package  and  in  only  one 
instance  was  a  package  delayed 
and  that  only  for  a  few  hours. 

The  buses  seem  to  have  it  over 
the  mail.

1  we  are  living  In  a  world  where  the 
order  of  the  day  la  to  compromise.  H 
is  so  with  nations,  who  often  times  fol¬ 
low  the  road  of  not  what  Is  right,  but 
what  is  expedient  for  the  moment. 

I  once  had  a  preacher  tell  me  In  all 
seriousness  that  he  rearranged  the 
points  of  his  sermon  as  he  saw  various 
ones  come  In  for  the  morning  worship 
service  on  Sunday.  It  was  not  his  desire 
to  step  on  anybody's  toes! 

2.  The  presence  of  modernism  In  our 
churches  Is  but  an  evidence  of  the  fact 
that  many  preachers  are  listening  to 
the  call  of  the  world.  People  do  not  like 
a  message  that  condemns  the  sins  they 
love  and  that  calls  them  to  a  higher 
plane  of  living  above  the  average  of 
the  world. 

One  of  my  friends  attended  this  sum¬ 
mer  seminary  In  one  of  the  northern 
cities.  When  he  raised  the  question  of 
the  infallibility  of  the  Bible  In  one  of 
the  classes,  be  was  laughed  at  by  the 
majority  of  those  preachers  In  the  class. 

As  we  see  preachers  across  the  land 
coming  down  from  their  exalted  position 
of  preaching  the  truth  it  makes  the 
blood  run  cold.  We  agree  with  Roland 
Hill  who  said,  "I  don't  like  those  mighty 
fine  preachers  who  round  off  their  sen¬ 
tences  so  beautifully  that  they  are  sure 
to  roll  off  the  slnner'a  conscience.” 

3.  Thank  God  for  the  heritage  of  the 
true  preacher  today  Preachers  need  to 
read  over  and  over  again  the  experi¬ 
ences  of  Paul  who  had  rather  go  to  jail 
and  face  the  lash  than  compromise  the 
message  Ood  gave  him  to  preach. 

We  stood  one  day  on  sacred  ground 
in  Florence.  Italy  on  a  cross  of  stone 
that  marked  the  spot  where  Savanorola, 
the  great  preacher,  was  burned  at  the 
stake  because  be  would  not  come  down 
with  his  message.  Of  him.  Kehne.  said, 
•the  promises  of  divine  grace  enamored 
him  with  the  ardor  of  a  lover  lost  in 
ecstasy  and  wonder  ” 

We  need  preachers  today  like  Latimer 
and  Ridley  who  were  led  to  the  stake 
at  Oxford,  England  on  October  16.  1*55. 
rather  than  come  down  with  a  message 
of  truth  that  they  preached.  And  as  the 
fagots  burned  about  them  Latimer  spoke 
words  which  since  have  strengthened  the 
faith  of  countless  Christians  the  world 
over.  “Be  of  good  cheer,  master  Ridley 
and  play  the  man.  We  shall  this  day 
light  a  candle,  by  Ood's  grace,  tn  Bur- 
land  that  I  trust  shall  never  be  put  out.” 

When  one  preacher  comes  down  to 
the  level  of  the  world  with  his  message, 
he  leads  hundreds  of  others  astray.  Ood. 
give  ua  preachers  of  whom  It  can  be 
said  what  was  said  of  John  Paul  Jones, 
"he  fought  always  as  thought  the  whole 
cause  of  American  liberty  depended 
upon  him.” 

TV.  The  world's  cry  Is  also  being 
beard  by  Individual  Christiana. 

1.  I  believe  that  the  downward  pull 
of  the  world  ki  felt  more  keenly  by 
Christians  today  than  In  previous  years. 
There  Is  a  leveling  process  tn  force  that 
Is  having  disastrous  results  among 
Christians.  One  reason  for  this  Is  that 
people  have  greater  access  to  the  out- 

•  Ride  world  through  the  medium  of  trav¬ 
el.  radio,  and  theatre.  By  being  brought 
Into  close  contact  with  others.  It  seems 
natural  for  people  to  copy  the  lower 
Ideals  of  their  neighbors. 

Observing  a  crowd  of  people  In  some 
gathering,  K  Is  often  moat  difficult  to 
tell  who  are  church  members  and  who 
are  not — sometimes  R  la  Impossible. 
That  la  what  the  devil  wants  He  Is  still 
shouting  "come  down"  to  everyone  who 
calls  the  name  Jesus  as  Saviour. 

R  Satan  has  many  weapons  at  hand  to 
try  to  force  Christians  down  to  the  level 
of  the  world.  But  let  us  never  forget 
I  that  his  only  foroe  la  persuasion. 

•  One  of  his  moat  effective  weapons  Is 


ridicule.  Many  people  who  would  other¬ 
wise  live  above  the  world,  wither  and 
fall  in  the  face  of  ridicule.  Sim  moo* 
has  wlaly  said,  "Ridicule  la  the  first  and 
last  argument  of  tools.” 

Why  should  any  Christian  cringe  be¬ 
fore  the  scornful  ridicule  of  a  worldly 
crowd  because  he  dares  to  live  on  a 
plane  of  life  above  the  crowd? 

Another  weapon  used  by  Satan  to  lower 
Christians  to  nls  level  is  the  appeal  to  be 
popular.

And 
boys  and  men  forsaking  the  hign  road 
to  character  just  to  bo  accepted  by  a 
certain  group. 

It  would  be  well  to  remember  that 
"Popular  applause  veers  with  the  wind.” 
John  Bright.  We  should  also  keep  in 
mind  that  "Popularity  Is  like  the  bright¬ 
ness  of  a  falling  star,  the  fleeting  splen¬ 
dor  of  a  rainbow,  the  bubble  that  is  sure 
to  burst  by  Its  very  inflation." — Chnt- 
flaM.

Are  we  better  than 
he?  Jrsua  said,  "If  any  man  will  come 
after  me  let  him  deny  himself,  and  take 
up  his  rrosa  dally,  and  follow  me.”  Luke

Ill.  A  prominent  young  man  was  at 
a  banquet  given  in  his  honor.  Wine  bot¬ 
tles  were  well  distributed  on  the  table.

UN  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY 
APPROVES  PRAYER  PERIOD 

LAKE  SUCCESS,  N.  Y, —  (RNS — De¬ 
liberations  of  the  UN  General  Assem¬ 
bly  will  henceforth  open  and  close 
with  a  minute  of  silence  for  prayer 
and  meditation,  It  was  decided  at  a 
plenary  session  of  the  Assembly  here. 
The  decision  becomes  effective  on 
Jan.  1.  1950. 

The  action,  approved  by  a  46-to-O 
rote,  was  the  first  official  recognition 
of  the  world's  religious  In  UN  pro¬ 
ceedings. 

Abstaining  from  the  vote  were  the 
following:  Soviet  Russia,  Chechoslo¬ 
vakia,  Poland.  Byelorussia,  the  Uk¬ 
raine,  Uruguay  and  one  unidentified 
nation. 

Drafted  last  summer  by  the  As¬ 
sembly's  special  committee  on  meth¬ 
ods  and  procedures,  the  proposal  re¬ 
sulted  from  a  flood  of  protests  to  the 
United  Nations  from  persons  In  all 
parts  of  the  world  who  asked  the  body 
to  take  cognizance  of  the  religious 
heritage  of  mankind. 

As  adopted,  the  proposal  states: 
"Immediately  after  the  opening  of 
the  first  plenary  meeting  and  Immed¬ 
iately  preceding  the  closing  of  the 
first  plenary  meeting  of  each  session 
of  the  General  Assembly  the  Presi¬ 
dent  shall  Invite  the  representatives 
to  observe  one  minute  of  silence  dedi¬ 
cated  to  prayer  and  meditation." 
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"THE  CHRISTIAN  RELIGION  IS  A 

matter  of  both  the  hand  and  the  heart.

whiskey  in  Mississippi. 

It  Is  child  play  to  spend  our  money, 
time,  efforts,  and  tears  dealing  with 
the  results  of  drinking.  What  we  need 
to  do  Is  to  destroy  the  causes  of  our 
trouble  by  ousting  liquor.  Intelligent 
citizens  would  not  argue  to  put  hos¬ 
pitals  and  morgues  at  the  foot  of  a 
precipice  on  dead  man's  curve  to  take 
care  of  victims.  They  would  take  steps 
to  straighten  the  curve  or  put  up 
guard  rails.  One  of  the  tests  used  to 
determine  whether  Inmates  of  insane 
hospitals  are  ready  to  go  home  is  to 
put  them  in  a  room  with  a  faucet 
running  water  and  tell  them  to  mop 
up  the  water.  If  they  are  sane,  the 
first  thing  they  will  do  is  to  turn  off 
the  water.  If  they  spend  their  time 
mopping  while  the  water  is  running. 
It  Is  evidence  that  they  are  insane. 
Yet  many  of  our  so  called  intelligent 
citizens  are  spending  their  time  try¬ 
ing  to  mop  up  the  crime  and  blood 
caused  by  liquor  and  paying  no  at¬ 
tention  to  the  cause  which  is  liquor.

Though  at  this  time,  I'm  a  refugee 
missionary  In  the  Philippines,  my 
heart  (as  well  as  my  husband)  Is 
still  In  China,  and  when  I  read  the 
list  of  Items  pertaining  to  the  work  In 
8outh  China,  I  feel  a  surge  of  joy  at 
the  prospect  of  such  help  for  the  work 
k  this  time.  I  suppose  most  of  as 
react  to  things  In  a  personal  way, 
relating  them  to  ourselves,  and  my 
personal  reactions  were  numerous 
when  I  read  our  hat  of  appropriations 
for  the  Canton  area  ...  Mo  Kwong 
Home  for  the  blind— that’s  just  across 
the  street  from  our  house,  and  we  of¬ 
ten  hear  the  blind  giris  singing  or 
practicing  laboriously  on  their  little 
organ;  Leung  Kwong  Hospital — my 
heart  stirs  as  I  remember  that  that’s 
where  our  baby,  Carolyn,  was  bom, 
just  three  months  after  we  reached 
China  (the  first  white  baby  ever  bom 
there);  Tung  Shan  Kindergarten— 
where  our  Virginia  and  Teddy  went  to 
school”  and  first  learned  to  speak 
Chinese.  My  thoughts  ran  on  and  on. 

One  of  the  things  which  pains  each 
China  missionary  at  this  time  Is  the 
thought  that  during  these  days  our 
people  at  home*  may  feel  that  the 
<*oor  k  China  Is  either  closed,  or 
rapidly  closing  and  that  It  Is  useless 
k®  give  In  the  face  of  such  an  un¬ 
certain  future.  But  If  ever  China 
needed  our  help.  It  is  now.  And  If  we 
decide  to  play  safe  and  adopt  a  "wait 
and  see"  policy,  it  may  then  be  too 
late  to  help.  In  letters  from  Jimmie 
today,  he  told  of  hls  reeent  travels 
ko  the  country  districts  of  our  two 
southern  provinces.  Even  with  the 
Communists  less  than  a  hundred 
miles  away,  the  churches  are  packed, 
and  the  people  are  responding  to  the 
gospel  openly  and  apparently  with¬ 
out  fear  of  the  new  regime  which  will 
soon  dominate  their  lives.  It  may  take 
real  courage  for  some  of  these  people 
k>  stand  true  to  Christ,  and  It  may 
cost  some  of  them  their  lives,  but  how 
encouraging  it  will  be  to  them  now,  to 
be  assured  through  our  gifts  of  the 
love  and  prayers  of  Christian  people 
In  America. 

This  Is  still  our  day  of  opportunity 
tii  China  and  there  Is  an  urgency 
about  the  work  that  will  not  “wait 
and  see."  May  the  love  of  Christ  con¬ 
strain  os  to  give  and  to  pray.

JAPAN  IN  THE 
LOTTIE  MOON  OFFERING 
By  Curtis  Askew 

Upon  our  arrival  In  Japan  in  June, 
we  found  that  our  house  In  Hiro¬ 
shima  was  not  even  started.  This  was 
a  great  disappointment  to  us,  but  has 
proven  to  be  a  blessing  in  disguise 
In  waiting  on  our  house,  we  have  had 
the  privilege  of  seeing  other  fields 
of  work  In  Japan.  We  have  not  been 
to  Kyushu  Island,  to  the  south,  where 
most  of  our  work,  and  our  two  schools 
are  located.  But  In  Tokyo  we  saw 
much  of  the  new  work  that  has  been 
developed  since  the  war.  We  have 
seen  three  baptismal  services,  two 
new  church  buildings  dedicated,  and 
one  new  church  organized,  all  of 
which  were  most  impressive.  But  the 
thing  that  impressed  me  most  was 
the  zeal  of  a  group  of  young  people  In 
the  newly  organized  Kelsen  Baptist 
Church  In  Tokyo. 

When  we  arrived  in  Tokyo  in  June, 
we  found  a  building  next  to  Edwin 
Dozier’s  home  In  the  process  of  be¬ 
ing  converted  from  a  soap  factory  to 
a  lovely  house  of  worship.  Services 
had  been  started  there  only  eight 
weeks  previously  by  Mr.  Dozier  and 
Miss  Lois  Linnenkohl  (now  Mrs. 
Charles  Whaley).  The  first  Sunday  we 
were  there  we  were  Impressed  by  the 
large  attendance  at  the  morning 
service,  and  the  zeal  of  a  group  ol 
about  35  young  people  In  an  evening 
young  people’s  service.  A  few  of  thti 
group  had  been  baptized,  a  larger 
group  were  then  in  a  baptismal  class, 
awaiting  baptism,  and  others  had  not 
yet  made  a  profession  of  faith.  Bui 
they  carried  on  a  program  of  study 
and  testimony?  *that  would  put  t« 
shame  most  of  our  training  unions  in 
America. 

During  a  week  In  August,  Professor 
Kawano,  president  of  the  seminary 
department  of  Selnan  Gukuln,  came 
and  lead  these  young  people  in  a 
week  of  Bible  Conference.  They  had 
meetings  beginning  at  6:30  in  the 
morning  for  five  days.  During  that 
time  the  inspiration  came  to  them  t« 
have  another  week  of  evangelistic 
services. 

Beginning  Saturday  night,  through 
the  following  Wednesday  night,  the 
group  met  at  the  church  at  6:30  in 
the  evening.  Together  we  would 
march  down  the  streets  under  a 
Christian  flag,  singing  hymns,  to  the 
nearby  suburban  railway  station.  In 
Japan  railway  stations  are  the  cen¬ 
ters  of  activity  at  morning  and  eve¬ 
ning,  for  everybody  goes  everywhere, 
always,  by  train  or  street  car.  There¬ 
fore  we  had  quite  a  crowd  In  atten¬ 
dance  upon  a  live  song  and  testi¬ 
mony  service  held  in  front  of  the 
station.  How  those  young  Christians 
did  testify!  Young  men  who  had  been 
Christians  only  a  lew  weeks  preached 
as  though  their  hearts  were  on  fire! 
Then  at  7:30  we  would  return  to  the 
church  in  the  same  manner  where 
either  I  or  Mr.  Kawona  or  both  would 
preach  to  those  who  came.  A  num¬ 
ber  of  people  who  lived  nearby  and 
did  not  even  know  of  a  church  being 
there  came.  One  stranger  came  to

The  young 
pa.stor  of  Raceland  Church,  a  student 
in  the  New  Orleans  Baptist  Theologi¬ 
cal  Seminary,  who.  through  the  Lou¬ 
isiana  State  Mission  Board  is  serv¬ 
ing  as  student-pastor,  furnished 
transportation  for  me  seventy  miles 
toward  New  Orleans  where  I  was  to 
catch  a  train  and  be  on  my  way  to  a 
state  convention.

CROP  Director  Names 
Commodity  Needs  For  Europe 

JACKSON,  Miss.,  Nov.  14 — Missis¬ 
sippi  farm  commodities  acceptable 
for  export  through  the  Christian  Ru¬ 
ral  Overseas  Program  (CROP)  for  re¬ 
lief  of  the  ill,  destitute  and  hungry  of 
Europe  and  Asia  were  made  known  in 
an  announcement  just  released  by 
Major  W.  E.  Holcomb,  State  Director. 

It  was  explained,  however,  dona¬ 
tions  of  all  kinds  of  produce  are  en¬ 
couraged  and  will  be  acceptable,  with 
county  committees  authorized  to  con¬ 
vert  cash  and  non-exportable  Items 
Into  the  commodities  that  will  be 
shipped  overseas. 

Cotton,  com,  soy  beans,  milk,  cane 
syrup,  peanuts,  pecans  and  dehydrat¬ 
ed  sweet  potatoes  are  listed  as  ap¬ 
proved  for  export. 

Cotton,  is  especially  sought  since 
,  the  bale  unit  controls  in  shipment 
to  port,  irrespective  of  quality,  and 
the  need  for  the  fiber  overseas  is  des¬ 
perate. 

"Milk,  powdered,  condensed  or 
evaporated  is  needed  badly,"  Ho’comb 
said,  "and  raw  milk  will  be  converted 
at  processing  plants  into  one  of  the 
three  forms  suitable  for  shipment 
overseas." 

Canned  cane  syrup  in  gallon  tins 
oc  larger,  when  sealed  on  two  sides, 
la  another  item  acceptable  in  any 
quality  available.  Several  counties 
are  concentrating  on  corn  and  soy 
beans  and  setting  goals  in  terms  of 
earload  lots. 

More  than  100.000  CROP  pledge 
cards  to  be  used  in  the  various  coun¬ 
ties  of  the  state  by  canvassers,  se¬ 
lected  by  local  organization  officials, 
have  been  forwarded  in  response  to 
requests  from  county  chairmen.  Each 
donor  will  indicate  on  the  card  his  or 
her  contribution,  amount,  and  the 
ehurch  relief  agency  through  which 
the  gift  is  to  be  distributed.  Churches

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Evangelizing  The 
Nominal  Christian

In  the  last  few  years  our  Southern 
Convention  has  done  a  notable  piece 
of  work  in  the  area  of  promoting  si¬ 
multaneous  evangelistic  crusades  in 
our  larger  cities. 

While  we  commend  this  program 
whole-heartedly  and  have  participat¬ 
ed  In  it  consistently,  we  believe  the 
time  has  come  for  us  to  give  some 
concerted  attention  to  the  evidently 
unsaved  within  our  churches. 

In  recent  months  several  reports 
have  been  circulated  concerning 
churches  which  have  undertaken  to 
revise  their  rolls,  only  to  discover  that 
there  were  upon  these  rolls  hundreds 
of  names  of  persons  who  could  not  be 
located  by  any  known  process.  We 
like  to  boast  of  our  six  million  South¬ 
ern  Baptists,  but  one  wonders  how 
many  we  actually  have  if  ail  the  facts 
were  fully  known. 

One  wonders  just  what  Is  respon¬ 
sible  for  this  tragic  situation.  A  part 
of  it  is  certainly  due  to  the  fact  that 
too  few  churches  possess  any  sort 
of  plan  or  program  by  which  new 
members  are  Integrated  into  the  life 
of  the  church.  Many  of  them  are  per¬ 
mitted  to  believe  that  no  definite  re¬ 
quirements  will  be  made  of  them  in 
order  to  remain  In  good  standing  in 
the  church.  One  finds  it  much  easier 
to  get  into  the  average  church  than 
he  would  experience  in  seeking  mem¬ 
bership  in  a  lodge  or  a  civic  club. 

It  is  also  altogether  possible  that 
in  putting  a  great  emphasis  upon  the 
number  of  people  we  baptize,  we  have 
unconsciously  given  the  impression 
that  getting  a  person  baptized  is  the 
supreme  task  before  us. 

We  feel  that  it  would  be  a  magnifi¬ 
cent  thing  if  we  could  follow  our  1950 
and  1951  programs  of  evangelism  with 
a  year  or  two  of  special  emphasis 
upon  evangelizing  the  nominal  Chris¬ 
tians  whose  names  are  now  on  the 
rolls  9?  our  churches.  A  Standard  of 
Excellence  for  church  members  might 
be  suggested  comparable  to  those  now 
used  in  the  Sunday  School  and  B  T. 
0.,  ahd  persons  coming  into  the 
ehurch  could  be  made  to  feel  that 
they  are  becoming  a  part  of  a  very 
extraordinary  fellowship,  and  that 
therefore  a  very  extraordinary  quality 
of  living  and  participation  would  be 
expected  of  them.

NEW  YORK— (BP >— Three  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  are  represented  In  the 
1949-50  edition  of  Best  Sermons,  pub¬ 
lished  by  Harper  and  Brothers.  They 
are  Dr.  Duke  K.  McCall,  executive 
secretary.  SBC  Executive  Committee;

Dr.  McCall  writes  on  "The  First  Day 
of  the  Week,”  a  sermon  asking  prop¬ 
er  reverence  for  the  Lord’s  Day.  He 
says: 

"Thank  God.  however,  there  are  those 
who  celebrate  the  Resurrection  every 
Sunday  with  worship  which  prepares  the 
mind,  and  heart,  and  will  to  walk  the 
high  road  of  the  resurrected  life  through¬ 
out  the  week.  The  purpose  of  the  Resur¬ 
rection  of  Christ  was  not  to  make  pos¬ 
sible  an  annual  pilgrimage  to  an  empty 
tomb  but  to  provide  fellowship  with  a 
living  Saviour  every  step  of  every  day. 
Something  tremendous  ought  to  happen 
to  each  of  us  as  we  worship  this  Easier 
Sunday  and  on  every  other  Sunday.  It 
will,  if  we  can  recover  the  day  from 
our  pagan  expectations  and  habits.” 


OLD  BIBLICAL  SCROLLS 
SAID  TO  BE  GREAT  FIND 

WASHINGTON,  Oct.  24— (INS  i  — 
Dr.  John  C.  Trever,  authority  on  the 
Scriptures,  believes  today  that  the  old 
Biblical  scrolls  found  in  a  Holy  Land 
cave  will  cause  revision  of  the  stand¬ 
ard  Bible. 

Trever,  the  first  expert  to  examine 
the  ancient  Hebrew  scrolls  written  200 
years  before  the  birth  of  Christ,  com¬ 
mented: 

"I  think  the  discoveries  will  give 
new  meaning  to  certafh  passages  of 
the  Bible  which  have  seemed  some¬ 
what  obscure.” 

Found  in  Cave 

The  scrolls,  found  In  a  cave  about 
five  miles  south  of  Jerusalem,  high 
on  a  cliff  overlooking  the  north  end 
of  the  Dead  Sea,  are  on  exhibit  at 
the  Library  of  Congress. 

So  high  is  the  interest  in  the  rare 
documents  that  more  than  1.200  per¬ 
sons  an  hour  have  been  pressing  into 
the  library. 

They  were  found  in  1947  when  a 
goat,  apparently  seeking  greener  pas¬ 
tures,  led  his  Arab  shepherd  to  the 
cave’s  opening. 

Trever,  a  member  of  the  committee 
for  the  revised  standard  version  of 
the  Bible  and  a  director  of  the  In¬ 
ternational  Council  of  Religious  Edu¬ 
cation,  pointed  out  that  the  “Bible  of 
the  common  man”  la  the  King  James 
version,  written  in  17th  century  Eng-  - 
land.  Trever  told  the  International 
News  Service: 

“Years  will  be  necessary  before  all 
the  values  of  the  scroll*  are  studied 
and  gleaned,  but  already  a  commit¬ 
tee  of  scholars  is  revising  the  stand¬ 
ard  Bible. 

"They  have  been  able  to  make  use 
ef  the  dead  sea  scroll  of  Isaiah — 
greatest  single  find  among  the  docu¬ 
ments — for  the  revision  of  the  book

explanations:  this  constitutes  the  basic 
intellectual  structure  of  the  Christian 
faith.  St.  Paul  has  succinctly  defined 
the  spiritual  disease  which  Infests  man 
down  at  the  very  roots  of  his  being: 
They  changed  the  glory  of  the  corrup¬ 
tible  God  into  an  image  made  like  to 
corruptible  man.’  This  self-deification; 
this  claim  that  ‘my  culture,’  ‘my  class.’ 
or  ‘my  anything  else'  is  ultimate  and 
final  in  the  essence  of  sin." 

Dr.  Pruden  preaches  on  “United  Na¬ 
tions  and  Divided  Churches.”  He  closes 
his  sermon: 

“When  Jesus  offered  his  prayer  for 
the  unity  of  Christians  which  is  record¬ 
ed  in  the  seventeenth  chapter  of  John's 
Gospel,  he  Indicated  that  the  whole  tri¬ 
umph  of  his  cause  depended  upon  the 
answer  to  that  prayer,  for  having 
prayed,  ‘that  they  may  all  be  one,’  he 
added,  ‘that  the  world  may  believe  that 
Thou  didst  send  me.’  B  we  honestly 
desire  that  Christ  shall  be  taken  ser¬ 
iously  throughout  the  world,  we  must 
acquire  the  grace  and  wisdom  sufficient 
for  the  task  of  recognizing  and  trans¬ 
lating  into  action  the  unity  we  already 
possess.”

Throws  Light  On  Isaiah 

“Although  this  scroll  does  not  radi¬ 
cally  change  the  knowledge  of  the 
book  of  Isaiah,  many  parts  are  thrown 
into  a  more  significant  light  and  ob¬ 
scure  passages  made  easier  to  under¬ 
stand. 

“This  is  but  one  of  the  many  rea¬ 
sons  which  have  led  to  the  proclama¬ 
tion  of  the  discovery  of  the  scrolls  as 
the  greatest  manuscript  find  of  mod¬ 
em  times." 

The  dark  brown  leather  documents 
were  concealed  before  the  time  of 
Jesus  in  earthenware  jars  and  placed 
in  a  cave  high  on  a  cliff  overlooking 
the  Dead  Sea.  Some  of  the  scrolls 
were  wrapped  carefully  in  linen,  but 
at  least  one  had  been  hurriedly  hid¬ 
den,  Trever  said,  apparently  in  the 
face  of  danger. 

He  said  that  17  complete  scrolls 
have  been  identified  in  the  ancient 
treasure  and  250  fragments  of  docu¬ 
ments  have  been  found.  Some  of  the 
fragments  are  so  small  they  contain 
only  a  word,  or  a  line,  but  all  are  of 
interest  to  the  scholars. 

Trever  said  one  of  the  scrolls  was 
written  In  Aramaic,  the  language 
Jesus  spoke.  He  added:  “Up  to  now 
we  have  never  had  a  religious  docu¬ 
ment  In  that  language.  It  was  In  such 
shape  we  were  afraid  to  unroll  It. 

"But  a  fragment  of  the  leather  soft¬ 
ened  and  I  found  It  was  the  book  of 
Enoch  which  Is  not  In  the  Bible.  It 
should  throw  new  light  on  the  back¬ 
ground  of  the  New  Testament.” 


Texas  Baptists 
Open  FM  Station 

DALLAS,  Tex  —  (RNSi  -KYB8,  new 
$75,000  frequency  modulation  station 
owned  by  the  Baptist  Oeneral  Con¬ 
vention  of  Texas  is  officially  on  the 
air. 

Dr.  J.  Howard  Williams,  the  Con¬ 
vention’s  executive  secretary,  and  Uie 
heads  of  nine  Baptist  colleges  and 
five  Baptist  hospitals  took  part  in  a 
one-hour  program  which  launched 
the  station,  the  moat  powerful  FM- 
type  in  the  state. 

The  Convention  has  explained  that 
the  primary  purpose  of  the  station  is 
to  bring  culture  and  religion  Into  the 
home.  It  also  hopes  to  obtain  enough 
commercial  broadcasts  to  become 
self-sustaining.  The  station  expects  to 
operate  sixteen  hours  dally  and  offer 
news,  sports,  agriculture  and  educa¬ 
tion  programs. 

According  to  Baptist  plans,  the  Dal¬ 
las  station  will  be  the  key  unit  In  * 
proposed  state-wide  Baptist  network 
of  stations.  Only  the  station  here  will 
be  controlled  by  the  Convention.  The 
others  will  be  operated  by  various 
Baptist  groups  In  the  state
